M.M felt he had crossed a line when he made it uncomfortable.

K. D. was training in Mesa for her job

K. D. looked on the groupon app for the best deal to get a massage and found Relax and
Restore massage on Main Street and Mesa

Mr. Anthony greeted K. D. when she arrived

K. D. now recognized Mr. Anthony seated next to AG Ms. Campbell.

At the time of the massage Mr. Anthony asked K.D. what she wanted worked on for the
massage.

K.D. stated she wanted her back pain worked on.

Mr. Anthony stated he wanted to look at her posture, so he had K.D. turn around so that
he could look at her pelvis area, and said her pelvis was not in the right alignment, and
that he needed to work on that area.

AG Ms. Campbell asked K. D. if the 15t massage on June 9™ proceeded as she expected.
K.D. said it was as expected.

AG Ms. Campbell asked K. D. if she had massages before from other therapists.

K.D. said yes.

AG Ms. Campbell asked K. D. if this was one time before or several times

K.D. said it is not frequent but she does go on occasion.

K.D. said Mr. Anthony offered her the special price to return again.

AG Ms. Campbell asked K. D. if the 2nd massage on June 9t proceeded as she
expected.

K. D. said Mr. Anthony had her stand and he looked at her posture again.

K.D. said it was as expected.

AG Ms. Campbell asked K. D. if the 3rd massage on June 17t proceeded as she
expected.

K. D. said Mr. Anthony had her stand and he looked at her posture again. Mr. Anthony
was working on other things and he had not worked on her back at all since she had
asked for it.

AG Ms. Campbell asked what she was dressed like for the massage

K.D. said she undressed down to her underwear same as she had done before.

While she was being massaged the drape was moved off completely and it was not a
massage anymore. She was being groped and Mr. Anthony was caressing her breasts.
It was rubbing from top to bottom going over the breast touching the nipples. Her breasts
were not draped. Mr. Anthony started working down to pelvis area. Mr. Anthony tucked
the drape inside the underwear, working on the outer thigh and working on the inner
thigh, his fingers touched the outer part of the vagina, rubbing against it and gradually
getting closer and closer to penetrate. It was not pressure, it was being caressed and
touched.

AG Ms. Campbell asked whether Mr. Anthony touched K.D.’s Vagina but before
penetration whether K. D. stopped him saying “This is way too much”.

K.D. said yes.

K. D. said Mr. Anthony stopped then moved to massage her legs.

After the massage K. D. immediately went to the police station and filed a complaint. The
investigator had asked K.D. to call Mr. Anthony to try to get in contact. K.D. lefta
voicemail requesting callback.

Mr. Anthony called back about 2 hours later. K.D. returned to the police station to record
the conversation.

AG Ms. Campbell asked what was said when she called him back from the police station.
K.D. said to Mr. Anthony that she was freaked out about what happened, she asked why
Mr. Anthony touched her breasts and what made it all right to put his hand on her vagina
and why he would do that. Mr. Anthony had said that had never happened before and he
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would take back what happened if he could. Mr. Anthony promised he would not touch
her vagina or breasts if she came back for a 4t visit.

K.D. made a complaint to the massage board of what happened on the 3 visit because
she received a notice in the mail from the police that they would not be proceeding with
the case that she had filed with them because there was no reasonable evidence to
convict Mr. Anthony.
